Goes Off Towpath 


Dangerous Stretch Of Highway Seeks Payment Of 


Near Adams Mills Scene Of Fatal Stock Assessments 
Accident—Mr. White Accompan- Qn Dresden Bank 
led By Son-In-Law, Frank Then, 
Enroute For Columbus When Car 
Slides Over Steep Embankment 
Breaking His Back. 


James White, aged 55. of Sixteenth street, was instantly killed Tuesday 


evening at about 6:15 o'clock when p i n n e d under a Ford motor truck about 
one mile north of Trinway. 
Frank Then, a son-in-law of Mr. White was 


driving the machine. 
He was thrown from the car, but escaped with se- 


vere injuries about the head and body. 


The body of Mr. White was taken to the Clark Severns morgue at Trin- 


way and will be viewed there by Coroner McFarland of Zanesvilie. 
Mr. 


Then boarded a train at Trinway and went to his home at Columbus. 


Mr. white and his son-in-lsw were enroute to Columbus to visit rela- 


tives, and had reached a point about one tr.ile north of Trinway on the old 
tow path along the canal. The road at that place is extremely narrow and 
dangerous and the rain Tuesday evening made the ground slippery, thus 
causing the machine to slide off the road and plunge over the fifteen foot 
embankment. Mr. White was caught under the machine and was instantly 
killed.
